Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor suggest, in the claimed combination, a micro relay with a 
body and a, an armature block composed of a frame and a base, wherein the frame is 
directly bonded over its entire circumference to a periphery of the body and to a 
periphery of the cover to define a sealed space and the body contains an 
electromagnetic mechanism having a yoke which forms a magnetic path of a magnetic 
field generated upon being energized, the body having an opening extending from an 
upper surface of the body to an undersurface of the body, one end of the opening on 
the upper surface side being closed by a thin storage recess lid to form a recess for 
accommodating the yoke in the undersurface of the body, the thin storage recess lid 
being fixed to the base to close the recess.
